are turned iu aud counted. If a sheet 
it mistiag the prialer haa to pay the 
government the full face value of 
the four bills, no matter how high 
tba danoroination. The sheets are 
aaunted aome sixty timet from begin- 
ning to end, and the system of work 
is so perfectly arranged that it is al- 
moat an unknown thing to find a mit- 
tola made anywhere. 

A good printer priuts about nine 
hundred theets a day, though oooa- 
aionally aa extra rapid worker ran 
turn otr a thousand. The pay is by 
the day, and defends upou the work 
doae. After drdueting the wages of 
the assistant the printer has Irniu four 
to six dollars a day left for his servi- 
oea. Tha printers ara bow aatitled to 
a leave of absence for thiity days per 
year, the same as other government 
clerks, and dnri.->g thit tioM tbay re- 
ceive the average amount earned for 
a certain period previous to taking
